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Just at this time, when United States pulp and paper interests are 
earnestly discussing the possibility of reciprocity with Canada in 
order that the present rigid regulations of the transport of raw ma- 
terials from this country might be altered in their favor, the pointed 
comment of Sir George W. Ross, a representative Canadian, and 
former Premier of Ontario, will be received with interest. 
viewed on the subject of reciprocity, Sir George observed: 

“I think it may safely be said that Canada regards the advances 
of the United States toward a reciprocity treaty with indifference, 
if not with distrust. There still smoulders the feeling that the 
treaty of 1854 was brought to an end for political rather than com- 
mercial reasons, and this feeling is heightened by the repeated re- 
fusal ever since of the United States Government and Senate to 
entertain any new proposal for a new treaty. 

“In the face of this indifference, if not hostility, Canadians have 
not retaliated as they might have done, but have generously admitted 
Canadian produce at the average price of 24.86 per cent., against 
48 per cent. charged on imports into the United States. Out of the 
total imports from the United States of $223,501,000 nearly one-half 
was admitted duty free. 

“If, therefore, the trade relations between Canada and the United 
States are not satisfactory to the United States it is not because 
Canada with a tariff wall has shut them out. The real tariff wall 
has been on the American side of the boundary. 

“A commercial treaty would mean a fixed tariff on certain articles 
for a certain definite time. The treaty of 1854 was for a fixed period 
of ten years, repealable on one year’s notice. But such are the fluc- 
tuations of trade, the disturbing influences of financial depressions, 
the changes wrought in manufactures by new inventions or new 
sources of motive power that a fixed tariff or even a reciprocal free 
list might work a hardship to either party before the treaty expired. 
Why, then, should we enter into a treaty that might prove embar- 
rassing, as without a treaty we are free to deal with the tariff from 
year to year? Is atreaty just now worth the risk? The experience 
of Canada on this score is not encouraging.”

ROYAL SOCIETY AGAINST POLLUTION

WATER TOO LOW FOR LOG DRIVING

MontreaL, Canada, October 3, 1910.—Further details in regard 
to the plans of the Canadian Paper and Pulp Company have just 
been made public. This is the company recently organized by 
Messrs. MacKenzie and Mann, of the Canadian Northern Railway. 
Mr. MacKenzie announces that the plant will be erected on the 
Saguenay River, near Lake St. John, on the line of the Quebec & 
Lake St. John Railway, in northern Quebec. This line recently 
passed into the hands of McKenzie and Mann, so that it will be 
over their own line that the products of their plant will be carried 
out. In speaking about his plans Mr. MacKenzie said: 

“There are immense timber resources tributary to the Saguenay 
and Lake St. John district, and near Chicoutimi there is sufficient 
water power to develop from 150,000 to 200,000 horse power. 
There is also a large quantity of good pulp wood in the country 
contiguous to Lake St. John, which is the natural basin for all the 
streams in northern Quebec. This will mean that it will be com- 
paratively easy to float in the raw material, and after being manu- 
factured into pulp, paper and carbide, it will be sent out over our 
own line to the world’s markets.” 

Plans for the erection of the plant are now being prepared, but 
owing to the lateness of the season active operations in regard to 
the construction of the plant will not commence until next spring. 
At the present time, however, a certain amount of development 
work is going on. A large dam is partially constructed, and other 
preliminary work being undertaken. The company is capitalized at 
$10,000,000, with MacKenzie and Mann as the chief members of 
the company, although there is considerable foreign capital in the 
enterprise. This invasion of the MacKenzie and Mann interests 
will mean much for the pulp and lumber industry of northern 
Quebec. Mr. MacKenzie has intimated that once his pulp plant 
gets started they will use the surplus power for additional indus- 
trial development work, and will probably bring in other manufac- 
turing establishments. R. 


GOVERNMENT MEN VISIT PULP PLANT 


[FRUM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontrEAL, Canada, October 3, 1910.—A large party of Govern- 
ment officials this week visited the works of the Brompton Pulp 
and Paper Company, at Bromptonville and East Angus. This is 
the first of a series of visits which will be made by the Minister 
of Crown Lands and the Provincial Treasurer to the industries 
of the province. At Bromptonville the visitors were shown through 
the plant, and were informed that the mill turns out on an average 
100 tons per day of pulp, and consumes over 16,000 cords of wood 
during the winter months. At East Angus the visitors were shown 
over the sawmill, pulp mill and paper mill which the company re- 
cently acquired from the Royal Paper Company. Great improve- 
ments are being made here, including new buildings and new equip- 
ment. After the trip of inspection speeches were made by the 
Minister of Crown Lands and others, the theme being the neces- 
sity of conserving the water powers and forests of the province, 
although no announcement was made by Mr. Allard regarding any 
further legislation. R.

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SHANTY MEN’S WAGES UP 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, October 3, 1910.—The usual influx of laborers 
from the country after the harvest season did not take place this 
year. The pulp and lumber manufacturers are consequently un- 
able to fill their camps. Hiring agents in Ottawa and Hull are in 
daily receipt of telegrams for men at $32 per month to work in 
the woods. J. R. Booth has coped successfully with the situation 
by closing down part of his sawmill and transferring the help to 
the woods, where they are more needed. There is no market for 
sawn lumber, but logs and pulp wood are urgently needed for the 
future. The contract with shanty men has been made less exact- 
ing On them by most companies, and they are sent away with ex- 
penses paid to the place of work, bound to stay only till the end 
of the log haul. They are then at liberty to make a new bargain 
for the log drive, and, of course, the employer will give them the 
preference rather than bear the cost of transporting new hands to 
the head of the drive. Expert log makers and loaders have been 
hired at $35 per month. The keen demand for unskilled labor in 
Ottawa at $1.75 per day, and the briskness of trade in general, has 
stimulated the labor market. G. 


A GAIN OF 70 PER CENT IN PAPER EXPORTS 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, October 3, 1910.—The last bulletin of the Cana- 
dian Trade and Commerce Department shows that the Dominion’s 
export of paper for the four months ending July 31 totaled $1,300.- 
000, or a gain of 70 per cent. over the paper exports for the corre- 
sponding period of 1909. The United States bought $700,000 worth 
in the four months of 1910 and Great Britain nearly half that 
much, The export of pulp wood, which was $1,990,000 during these 
four months of 1909, advanced to $2,410,000 in the corresponding 
period of the present year. All went to the United States. The 
United States bought $1,000,000 worth of wood pulp out of a total 
exportation of $1,290,000. This was a drop in the total of $77.000 
compared with the four months periods of last year. In the sam= 
four months of 1910 Canada bought $1,171,400 worth of paper from 
the United States and $614,000 from other countries, a gain in the 
total imports of 25 per cent. G. 


WOULD EXPOSE BRIBE GIVERS

A HALT IN FALL BUYING

It is remarkable how quickly the business atmosphere can become 
befogged and give the pessimists an opportunity to swing their axes. 
Two weeks ago local conditions were such as to make everyone 
feel contented with the future outlook, and business in general 
was moving along with the evenness of the pendulum. Today 
there is a different sentiment afloat, and while no one prophesies 
any serious results, yet all express themselves as dissatisfied with 
their share of trade and offer little encouragement of any imme- 
diate improvement. 

A few days of summer-like weather halted the fall buying. This 
decline naturally was felt by the paper jobbers, and combined with 
the usual let-up which is always noticed on the last week of the 
month, produced only a fair week’s business. To the political 
situation and the uncertainties of the coming elections is attributed 
largely the present quiet business. 

With the exception of the cotton industry every industry in this 
section is operating their plants, though not to full capacity, and 
it is a very fortunate situation in that New England is the largesi 
producer in the world of other commodities besides cotton, as the 
latter industry has been at a standstill for nearly six months. 

With few exceptions the paper mills are operating to near ca- 
pacity, and the exceptions are mills which have shut down for re- 
pairs, having during the summer months kept their plants running 
on regular stock in order to have sufficient supply to meet the fall 
demand. Finding the demand is not going to clean them out of 
stocks for several months they are taking advantage of the quiet 
spell and making their annual repairs. 

Prices are firm and will continue so, though there is a strong 
possibility of news paper advancing if water conditions are not 
bettered very soon. All grades are in fair demand, while Box 
Boards are stronger than for several weeks and the buyers are 


asking for prompt delivery. TANYANE. 


LOW WATER DETERS HOLYOKE PAPER TRADE 


Western Massachusetts Office Paper TRADE JOURNAL, 
HotyoKe, Mass., October 4, 1910. 

For the ninth time the past summer the Holyoke paper mills were 
forced to shut down last Thursday for eighteen hours in order to 
allow the Connecticut River to fill up. Business had just taken a de- 
cided brace, and the mill men were bitterly disappointed when the 
orders came to shut down. There was no other alternative, though, 
and business had to be suspended until the river became stronger. 
The Connecticut was a sorry sight Thursday afternoon. Your corre- 
spondent visited the bulkhead to view the river at the shut-down 
point, and it was no credit to the Holyoke Water Power Company 


to have such a river bed to supply the paper centre of the world 


ee 


with power. Piers and sand bars stuck up here and there, and the 
school boys were able to walk across the river at a point just above 
the dam, something that would be considered ridiculous only ten 
years ago. 

The entire storage basin of the river just above the dam has been 
filled in with sand and rocks washed down by the spring freshets, 
and unless some drastic measures are adopted within the next few 
years the river will be replaced by a meadow. The water power 
company has a stiff proposition on its hands, but when it is con- 
sidered that the company has failed to remove a sandbar from the 
front of the headgates of the South Hadley Falls paper mills, at a 
small cost, wonder is expressed if the company will ever undertake 
to clean out the river bed above the dam. If it is cheaper to build 
storage reservoirs further north or to curb the cutting of forests 
along the river bank the mill men will be satisfied. All that is 
wanted is better water power, and the Holyoke paper mills must 
have it, and mighty quick, too. 

Your correspondent was informed on all sides this afternoon that 
business was very much improved. Some of the mills have more 
orders than for many weeks, and the outlook is for a continuance 
for an indefinite period. The traveling men are very optimistic, 
and this is where the manufacturers get their best idea of the future 
condition of trade. All the mills are working full time this week, 
much to the delight of the business men. At noon today there was 
no water running over the big river dam, and the outlook for water 


was no better than last week. QuIRK. 


A DISTINCTIVELY IMPROVED MARKET

MANILAS IN BETTER DEMAND 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

CarTHAGE, N. Y., October 4, 1910—The demand for paper has 
not changed materially during the past two weeks. After many in- 
quiries it is safe to say that there is a better demand for manilas, 
bag and print papers. The paper department of the mills are run- 
ning with but few exceptions. The West End Paper Company mill 
is shut down solid, making general repairs. From the deepening of 
the tailrace to water wheels, beater room and in the machine room 
the repairs are of the kind that counts. Expert machinists from 
the Bagley & Sewall Company shop are in charge, and the lining 
up and leveling is most thorough. The mill has now been down 
three weeks, but will be starting within a short time. 

The condition of water power on the Black River is improved, 
there being a fair flow of water at present in the Black River. The 
mills on the Racquette River are not so fortunate, for the water is 
at its lowest. The Clarkson Bay, at Potsdam, looks like a large 


mud hole. The water was about 5 feet below the dam when the 
writer was in Potsdam on Thursday, September 29, and the Han- 
nawa Falls Water Power Company, of Hannawa Falls, had not run 
its pulp mill since Sunday, the 25th. This company makes a prac- 
tice of “making hay while the sun shines,” and so at this time 
have one large stack of ground wood pulp stored at the site of 
the old quarry, from which cars are being loaded, There is con- 
nected to this mill a large electric power development plant, which 
was in full blast and just able to meet its customers’ requirements, 
The past year of scarcity of water has not only hurt the power 
users but has damaged the shipping interests on the Great Lakes. 
Just at present low water is giving trouble to mariners in the St. 
Lawrence River, the Rideau waterway and Lake Ontario. The 
steamer Rideau King only runs as far as Westport instead of 
through to Ottawa. a.

Lots of goods are being 
sold, but, of course, aside from the exercise it gives, no one is 
much the richer. 

The market for ground wood is somewhat dull at present. In- 
quiries come in sluggishly and few sales have been reported.

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NEW LAW FAVORS PAPER GUPS 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, October 4, 1910.—A new law went into effect last Saturday 
in this State which prohibits, under penalty of a fine of $25, the use 
of common drinking cups in any public park, street or way, in any 
building or premises used as a public institution, hotel, theatre, pub- 
lic hall, public school, or in any railroad station, railroad car, steam 
or ferry boat. By the adoption and carrying into effect of this law 
the individual paraffine cup has sprung into popular favor, and al- 
ready the manufacturers of this specialty are so overrun with 
orders that they have been obliged to add to their equipments in 
order to meet the demand for these cups. One manufacturer in 
this city, whose product has exceeded 100,000 cups daily, has already 
added floor space and mechanical equipment to increase his output 
to at least 500,000 cups a day, and he states that it very doubtful if 
this immense output will be sufficient to meet the future demands 
which the enforcement of this new law will create. 

In the railroad stations and public parks bubble fountains are 
being installed, while the public school committees have requested 
the pupils to bring their own drinking cups. 

The theatres, anticipating the going into effect of the law, at 
the opening of their season adopted the individual paraffine cup, 
and ever since have been passing them out to their patrons at each 
performance. 

As other States are contemplating, and in fact some have already 
passed a law similar to that of this State, the paper industry in a 
measure will be greatly benefited by the enforcement of this law, 
which marks the passing of the old oakén bucket. TANYANE. 


INLAND GOMPANY FACES NEW TROUBLES

“There is a wonderful manufacturing development in Norway, 
Sweden and Russia. In the two former the waters are being 
utilized for paper manufacturing, while the manufacturing of a 
fertilizer out of air is also an important industry. The air is 
drawn through an electrical furnace and the nitrogen extracted. 
This is combined with lime rock, the composition making a fer- 
tilizer for which there is a ready market. Chemicals are also manu- 
factured extensively in these countries. 

“At Trollhatten, Sweden, they have just finished harnessing a 
river which develops 200,000 horse power, which is distributed to 
surrounding. cities. 

“Russia shows a marked improvement in the manufacturing line. 
Such firms as the Westinghouse, International and 
others having large plants there. The condition of the poor people 
in that country, however, is terrible. They are worse off than 
before the emancipation in 1861. It will take from fifty to a hun- 
dred years before Russia will get a place with modern nations.”

The most serious side of the situation is in Canton, where many 
millions of dollars worth of property is in constant peril from fire. 

Baltimore city itself faces a like situation, due to the protracted 
dry spell. Extraordinary steps were taken last week by the water 
department to conserve what remains of the city’s supply. Appeals 
were sent to the police department to aid in saving the supply, 
and the water department’s men were ordered to patrol the city 
by districts to prevent waste.

DEGISION FAVORABLE TO GROGHAN MAN 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Lowvitte, N. Y., October 3, 1910—Referee Milton H. Mer- 
win, of Utica, has rendered a decision in the matter of the J. P. 
Lewis Company, of Beaver Falls, against Theodore Basselin, of 
Croghan. 

When Mr. Basselin began the construction of the dam and the 
mill some months ago on the opposite side of the stream, the use 
of which the Lewis Company had enjoyed undisturbed for its 
paper and pulp mills, the Lewis Company brought an action re- 
straining the use of one-half the water of the 


3eaver River by 
the defendant. 


The Lewis Company contended that as it had used 
all of the water in the river for hydraulic purposes since 1887, tak- 
ing the supply from the north side, it had acquired the right to 
continue its exclusive use. The plaintiff advances the further claim 
that the land on which the defendant constructed his cement dam 
at the time the suit was started was on an island in the river 
belonging to the J. P. Lewis Company. 

The referee found that the island, so called, was not an island 
az the time of the purchase of Jacob Steinhilber, the predecessor in 
the title of the defendant, but was a part of the main land, and 
passed under the deed to the said Steinhilber, and is now owned 
hy Mr. Basselin, and that he was building his dam and mill on 
his own property. In ruling on the other chief point, Referee 
Merwin decided that the plaintiff's claim to having acquired sole 
right to the use of the whole quantity of water in the river was 
untenable and without foundation, and that the so called adverse 
user (the defendant) was not adverse in fact, but the cofferdam 
attached to the south shore of the river was built and maintained 
with the consent of Mr. Basselin, and that it was partly for his 
benefit and with his permission, and that it was not adverse in any 
sense whatever. 

It is not known whether the J. P. Lewis Company will appeal 
or not. W. B. Van Allen, of Carthage, and V. K. Kelogg, of 
Watertown, appeared for the plaintiff, and Burton H. Loucks, of 
Lowville, Henry Purcell and Elon R. Brown, of Watertown, for 
the defendant. rz, 


PROMOTER JACKSON EXONERATED 

Urica, N. Y., October 4, 1910.—Harry F. Jackson, accused of 
grand larceny in fraudulently obtaining 27,500 shares of the cap- 
ital stock of the Jackson Paper Company, said to be valued at $275,- 
000, has been discharged by Special Judge Colegrove in the City 
Court. The warrant for the arrest of Jackson was sworn out by 
Dr. George A. Armstrong, of this city, one of the promoters of 
the company. He alleged that Jackson sold the company a patent 
for removing ink from old paper and making it over into new 
print paper, and that Jackson was not the owner of the pateni 
when he sold it. The evidence showed, however, that Jackson had 
options on the patent, and that he obtained it for the company at the 
price agreed upon between him and the company’s promoters. 

It developed that 1,320 shares of the company’s stock had been 
sold at $10 a share, the par value, and that in addition to these 
Jackson had sold 581 shares of his own personal stock at the same 
price. The stock went in small blocks mostly to farmers, farmers’ 
wives and daughters and other working people in Clayville, Sau- 
quoit, Cassville, Frankfort and other places adjacent to Utica 
These people will be interested in the fact that 16,000 shares of 
stock, supposed to be worth $160,000, were given away outright to 
four men for the use of their names in connection with the com- 
pany and their influence in promoting it. 

One of the arguments used in selling the stock, as brought out 
in the examination, was that regular print paper costs $33 a ton; 
that old paper would cost only $10 a ton, $2 additional for freight 
and cartage and $1 for extracting the ink from it, leaving about 
$20 clear profit to holders of the company’s stock. The company 
has a plant at Frankfort and is now trying to reorganize. 
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GOST OF PAPER MAKING CUT 50 PER GENT. 





WILLIAMSPoRT, Pa., October 4, 1910.—At a meeting in Harrisburg 
of the board of directors of the National Pulp and Paper Company 
it was discussed whether or not to erect at once a factory on the 
Daniel Updegraff farm in the western part of the city. 

T. W. Jenkins, of Baltimore, vice president of the company, 
said last evening that it was undecided whether to erect a factory 
or to lease a building, but that he considered the Updegraff farm 
site an ideal one for paper manufacturing on account of its acces- 
sibility to the lines of the Pennsylvania, New York Central, Read- 
ing and Susquehanna and New York railroads. They will not use 
the river water in manufacturing paper, but will sink wells should 
a location here be chosen, 

The National Pulp and Paper Company is capitalized at $250,000 
under a Delaware charter, and will manufacture its products under 
patents obtained through the inventions of William B. Meixel!, 
of Sayre, Pa. Mr. Jenkins declares that under the Meixell process 
the cost of manufacturing paper can be reduced 50 per cent., and 
that it has been thoroughly investigated and demonstrated. 

Among the directors are former Senator R. R. Kenney, of 
Dover, Del.; William B. Meixell, of Sayre; James B. Stalnaker, 
of Pittsburg, a former steel manufacturer; Thomas W. Jenkins 
and two men from this city whose names have not been an- 
nounced. Should the plant locate here it will have a capacity of 
40 tons a day and employ in the neighborhood of 200 men. 


NEW PULP WOOD BARKER FIRM 
Bay, Wis., October 3, 1910—The Green Bay Barker 
Company, a corporation which will manufacture the Robert-Libert 
pulp wood barking machine on an extensive scale, has been formed 
in this city with a capital stock of $65,000. Articles of incorpora- 
tion have been filed with the Secretary of State at Madison and a 
permit to do business is expected to be received in a short time. 
Definite plans for manufacturing the barking machine and for 
extending the sale of it have not been made by the parties inter- 
ested in the company. Alexander Roberts and Arthur Libert, 
holders of the patent on the barker, will be interested in the new 
company, but the names of the other parties have not been made 
public. The incorporators mentioned are Lynn D. Jaseph, R. I. 
Voigt and J. Larsen, but their interest is merely nominal. The 
barker is now being turned out in the foundry of the Green Bay 
Foundry and Machine Works, but a new factory may be used 
and the number of devices greatly increased. The barker since it 
was placed upon the market has been sold extensively to pulp 
mills in different parts of this country and in foreign countries.

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COASTAL PAPER TRADE NEWS 


Lively Doings in the Paper Trade on the Pacific Coast— 
Inland Company Sparring for Power— 
Postal Makers to Celebrate 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Francisco, Cal., October 1, 1910—The past month has 
brought a decided increase in the demand for almost all kinds of 
paper, and the summer dullness is now at an end.

However, the 
situation is not an especially pleasing one to some of the whole- 
salers, for they are finding their stocks in certain lines getting 
rather low, and are uncertain whether they will have sufficient 
goods to last until new stocks can be secured. Coast mill stocks 
are now at a rather low ebb, for at most plants water has been a 
very scarce article during the past season, and at the present time 
there is but little manufacturing going on where water power is 
depended upon. Streams here began failing very early in the 
spring, and the grinding season was much shorter than is usually 
the case, but the new plants and the increased capacity of the old 
ones, due to the installation of new machinery that has been quite 
general during the past year, made the output about an average 
one. However, the Coast demand is growing rapidly, and the 
heavy call that has been experienced of late has about absorbed 
all of the surplus stock. From one or two localities in the North- 
west has come news of damage by fire to timber holdings of pulp 
making concerns, but generally speaking they have escaped the 
great damage that has been done this season. 

Timber interests all over the country have been interested in the 
annual convention of the Cancatenated Order of Hoo Hoo, which, 
for the first time in its history, met in session at San Francisco. 
This was the second meeting ever held on the Coast, and was a 
highly successful one, having been attended by timbermen and lum- 
bermen from all over the country, many of whom are interested 
in the paper making industry. 

There is a growing tendency on the part of the lumberman to 
care for all the timber he cuts, and the possibilities of the use of 
much of the timber formerly regarded as waste is bringing him in 
closer touch with the paper maker, and several of those present 
are interested in both industries. 

About the middle of October there is to be an excursion of busi- 
ness men covering the entire San Joaquin Valley, the trip being 
under the management of the Merchants’ Association. This trip 
will be open only to members of firms, and representatives, such as 
traveling men, will not be taken. The wholesale paper houses have 
responded to the call, and thus far a number of them have signified 
their intention of being represented. Among these are the Zeller- 
bach Paper Company, the Pacific Coast Paper Company, Bonestell 
& Co. and A. Fleishacker & Co. The trip will last for five days, 
and will be made on a special train that has been secured, on which 
there will be accommodations for 112 persons. J. M. B. 


INLAND PAPER GOMPANY MAY LOSE POWER 


[FROM QUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

SpokKANE, Wash., September 30, 1910—President Wilbur S. Years: 
ley and Vice President A. W. Brazeau, of the Inland Empire 
Paper Company, of Spokane, Wash., recently formed here, are in 
Chicago purchasing machinery for the big new print paper mill to 
be constructed on the Spokane River, east of this city. One big 
Fourdrinier machine, with a capacity of some 30 tons daily, and a 
wrapping paper machine with slightly less capacity, are to be 
among the purchases. 

At the present time members of this paper company are consid. 
erably wrought up over a proposal of N. S. Pratt, mayor of Spo- 
kane, to raise the dam at the city’s pumping plant, a short distance 
below the paper mill site, that a greater horse power may be de- 





veloped. 


The mayor has proposed that this dam be raised 10 feet, 
and should the city council pass in his favor upon this plan, the 
Inland Empire Paper Company's water power will have been ren- 
dered worthless. 

It is expected by members of the paper company that the Spokane 
Chamber of Commerce will intercede in the company’s behalf and 
request that some other solution of the city’s additional power prob- 
lem be found. It is pointed out by officers of the Inland Empire 
Paper Company that the ruination of their present power site would 
force them up the river several miles further, to a site held in re- 
serve for future needs, and perhaps would cause them to abandon 
the Spokane field altogether. 

In a statement given out in one of the local evening papers D. 
Ryrie, an officer of the Inland Empire Paper Company, has sug- 
gested that the city buy a very valuable but undeveloped water 
power held by E. R. & J. A. Weeks, of Spokane, for the pumping 
station, and that the present site be sold as it is to some investor 
or manufacturer. 

Mr. Ryrie declares that his company and other companies whose 
power sites will be ruined should the river be raised 10 feet, as 
suggested, will cause the city of Spokane to pay more in damages 
than it will cost for the Weeks site, valued at approximately $400,- 
000. The site of the Inland Empire Paper Company is valued at 
$250,000. E. W. S.

Having divided the diagrams into eight equal spaces, the 
next step is to draw a broken line as at 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 The 
length of each centre line represents the approximate pressure on 
the average over its space, so that if for any diagram the sum of 
these lengths of the centre lines is obtained and then divided by 
the number of spaces, the result will be nearly the length corre- 
sponding to the average pressure during the entire stroke. 

Having thus laid out the several lengths of the dotted lines for 
the crank end, diagram C, their sum is found to be 8.75 inches, 
and as there were eight of these dotted lines the M. E. P. for this 
diagram will be found by multiplication of this 8.75 by 50, the 
pounds pressure corresponding to 1 inch on the dotted lines, and 
then dividing the result by 8, which gives 54.69 pounds per square 
inch for the stroke on the crank end of the cylinder. 

The lengths of dotted lines should be laid out end to end as 
above for the head end diagram marked H, and the M. E. P. as 
thus found is 51.25 pounds. The M. E. P. for the entire stroke is 
evidently the sum of the 54.69 and 51.25 above found divided by 
2, which gives 52.97 (the average pressure on both head and crank 
end). 

The stroke of above engine being 36 inches, or 3 feet, its piston 
travel per minute at 112 revolutions will be 3X 112 2=672 feet, 
since two strokes are completed during each revolution. 

As the piston is 12 inches in diameter its area is 12 X 12 inches x 
.7854 = 113.1 square inches. 

Having found the M. E. P., the piston travel per minute aid the 
piston area, the I. H. P. is determined by using these quantities in 
the formula I. H. P.=672. X 113.1 X 52.97 + 33,000 = 122. 

The actual horse power the engine will deliver for useful work 
is this I. H. P. minus the power consumed in function of the en- 
gine parts, which should not exceed 10 per cent. for an engine of 
above capacity in good order. H. 


Why It Pays to Heat Feed Water 


ANSWER TO QuEsTION No. 627. 

To be made into steam at working pressure the water must be 
heated from the temperature at which it goes to the boiler room to 
that of the steam which goes to the engine. All the heat which 
goes to the water in the boiler must come from coal burned in 
furnace, and the more heat there is in the water when it goes into 
the boiler the less will have to be put into it to make steam. It has 
been found that there is a saving of 1 per cent. in fuel for each 
11° that the feed water is heated before it goes to the boiler.

ANSWER TO Question No. 628. 

Mat paper contains about 20 per cent. sulphite, 20 per cent. folded 
news, balance ground wood. This furnish should be beaten until it 
is clear, and run on machine so as not to curl. If Matthew will 
send in sample of furnish he wishes to match the writer will give 
him more explicit information, as there are so many grades of mat 
paper made that it is hard to tell just what your proper require- 
ments are. 


The Pump Problem Answered 
ANSWER TO QuEsTION No. 629. 

You neglect to state what style of pump you desire to use, so 
will consider both the centrifugal as well as the plunger type. Five 
hundred gallons per minute will supply your machine and give a 
little surplus, which is always desirable. The theoretical horse 
power required to elevate water is found by multiplying the gal- 
lons pumped per minute by the total lift in feet and dividing by 
4,000. Now assuming that you deliver water to machine at 20 
pounds per square inch, which is equal to a height of 46 feet, we 
have 46 X 500 = 23,000 + 4,000= 5.75 horse power for a plunger pump, 
while for a centrifugal pump the power required is about .32 horse 
power per foot lift. Hence, .32 x 46=14.72 horse power.

PAPER MAKER NOMINATED FOR GOVERNOR 


The reluctant acceptance of John A. Dix of the Democratic nomi- 





nation for Governor of New York is easily understood when we 
consider that he was a compromise candidate. Anyway, we are fac- 
ing the interesting possibility of having a full-fledged paper manu- 
facturer in the Gubernatorial chair for once. Considering what 
ought to be done—and what should have been done long ago—in the 
way of proper water power legislation, shipping regulation, etc., af- 
fecting the paper industry in this State, John A. Dix’s election 
should lack no support from the rank and file of the paper trade, 
no matter what the political tenets of the individual voter may be. 
John A. Dix is a paper manufacturer and banker of Washington 
County and Albany. He was born at Glens Falls in 1860 and went 
from the local academy to Cornell, entering the class of 1883. He 
left college at the end of his junior year and went into business.

to this interest. He increased his lumber holdings and is now 
president of the Iroquois Pulp and Paper Company, at Thomson;

and is a director in the Standard Wall Paper Company, and treas- 
urer of the American Wood Board Company, the latter at 
Thomson. 

Mr. Dix also is a first vice president of the First National Bank 
of Albany and is a director in the Glens Falls Trust Company, the 
Hudson Falls and Adirondack Trust Company, of Saratoga Springs, 
and other banking institutions. 

Mr. Dix’s political activity began when he was made Democratic 
county chairman of Washington County. He received seventeen 
votes for the Gubernatorial nomination in the Democratic conven- 
tion of 1906, and, after Hearst was nominated, bolted that candi- 
date. He was nominated for Lieutenant Governor by his pafty in 


1908, but was defeated with his ticket. 


A STORY TOLD IN CIPHERS 

It is instructive to compare the relative exports of paper with 
those of pulp and pulp wood in the recently published Canadian 
exports and manufactures of paper for the fiscal year 1909-10, which 
amounted to $3,.163.842, and five-sixths of this amount were printing 
paper. In 1905 pulp and pulp wood exports aggregated $6,000,000, 
of which $1,811,200 was paper. In 1909-10 the exports had risen to 
$11,281,000. These figures help to explain the desire of certain 
provinces to place an export duty on pulp wood so as to increase 
the exports of manufactured paper. Practically all of the pulp and 
pulp wood is sold to the United States, and this country also bought 
nearly 50 per cent. of the printing paper exported last year, or 
$1,246,000 worth.

It 
will be seen that the export of pulp and pulp wood has almost 
doubled since 1905, and that their exports of paper in 1910 exceeded 
by over 75 per cent. those of 1905, showing that their foreign trade 


in paper is steadily growing to an appreciable extent. 


IS JOHN NORRIS THE JACK-IN-THE-BOX ? 


Not having heard from our much-beloved friend, John Norris, 
Esq., for some time, it is refreshing to know that he is once more 
absorbing the calcium spot in his present august conference with 
members of the Tariff Board at Washington concerning the pend- 
ing revision of the print paper and pulp wood schedule. 

Despite the butting in of Norris the Tariff Board is reported as 
having made better progress with the pulp and paper schedule than 
with any other. Not only does Chairman Emery lend it his special 
attention, but an expert has been assigned to the work for several 
weeks, so it is not unlikely we shall have a radical result before 
long, even if Norris is chinning with Emery between times! 

The publication by the Commissioner of Corporations of the 
August report of the American Paper and Pulp Association reveals 
a comfortable increase in production during the month and an in- 


crease of stocks of news paper on hand. 


The month’s production, 102,930 tons, represents the output of all 


the mills but one in the United States. The production for the 
first seven months of 1910 averages 88,000 tons, the largest ever 
reported to the commissioner. The August production was 94 per 
cent. of the so-called normal. 

Stocks on hand increased from 28,220 tons to 42,420, the largest 
total since September, 1909. A representative of the association, 
however, says the increase of stocks in August is largely by a few 
companies, and that it represents chiefly paper for specific cus- 


tomers. 


I. P. GC. BOOMING 


Directors of the International Paper Company are confident that 
the current fiscal year will show net profits for interest and divi- 
dends $1,500,000 to $1,800,000 larger than for the fiscal twelve 
months ended June 30 last. It realized this would mean net earn- 
ings of $3,600,000 to $3,900,000, and the latter figures would be close 
to the high record of 1901 when on $20,711,000 of gross business 
net profits of $3,961,657 were obtained. 

At present International Paper is operating at its full capacity, 
with output 18 to 20 per cent. ahead of the same months of last 
year. Net profits are understood to be running at the rate of be- 
tween $5,000 and $6,000 per day ahead of last year. A very favor- 
able feature of the present situation is the generally healthy condi- 
tion of the news print market, there being absolutely no accumu- 
lation of manufactured paper, and the demand being constantly in 


excess of production. 
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LUNDRIGAN’S APPOINTMENT POPULAR

Nracara, N. Y., October 3, 1910—Eddy E. Mansfield, as- 
sistant superintendent of the Cliff Paper Company, had the honor 
of receiving the vote of every delegate to the city convention for 
renomination for alderman on the Republican ticket. The paper 
manufacturer has made an enviable reputation in the common 
council, and his re-election is predicted by all the wise politicians. 

The acceptance of general superintendent of the industrial de- 
partment of the International Paper Company by John A. Lun- 
drigan, of Buffalo, for some time chairman of the State Board of 
Mediation and Arbitration, is hailed with delight by the paper mill 
employees of this city. Mr. Lundrigan was instrumental in effect- 
ing an amicable settlement between the International Company and 
its striking employees this spring, whereby the employees received 
a material increase in pay. The employees of the International 
mill here have a small grievance regarding alleged orders com- 
pelling some of the men to do other than take care of their ma- 
chines, and they believe that with Mr. Lundrigan at the head of the 
industrial department of the company their grievance will be given 
all due consideration. 

The Tonawanda Paper Board Company has made an offer to the 
city to purchase all the waste paper which is now thrown away and 
for which the city receives no revenue. The waste paper at present 
is taken to the public dump at the north end and chuted into the 
river. The Tonawanda Company stated no price for the paper. 
A local junk dealer offered $25 a year if the school children would 
put the waste in bags and the city separate the waste paper from 
other refuse. NIAGARA. 


LABOR LEADERS ADDRESS MILL HANDS 


SarAToGA Sprincs, N. Y., October 3, 1910—P. J. O’Brien, of 
Washington, D. C., representing the American Federation of Labor, 
and President J. H. Malin, of Fort Edward, international president, 
addressed a body of bag mill employees, both men and women, in 
Hibernian Hall here last week. 

President Malin made it plain from the start that the purpose 
of the labor organization officials in coming to this village was not 
to start a strike in the mills here, but for the express purpose of 
perfecting an organization among the men. If a raise be granted 
here, he said, unless organized the advance could not be guaranteed 
permanently, because many excuses would arise for the corpora- 
tion to cut the wages down to the former scale or even lower, 
while on the other hand, with an organized body of men and 
women, the contrary would be the case. 

He characterized the Union Bag and Paper Company as being 
one of the fairest corporations doing business today, but continued 
that they were in business to make as much money as possible, and 
at the least possible expense; it is perfectly right from their stand- 
point, and is purely a matter of business. On the other hand, it is 
a matter of business for the laboring man to get a proper reward 
for his labor. He touched upon the present prices paid in the bag 
department, and said that all that was asked at Hudson Falls is a 
5 per cent. advance in wages. He commented that very little was 
asked, taking into consideration the high price of commodities. 






WRAPPER MAKER UNDER ARREST 


Worcester, Mass., October 3, 1910—State Officer Charles 
A. Dam of the State police force, has made a complaint against 
Philip H. Schultz, who, with Wallace R. Guthrie, manufacture 
wrappers under the name of Goldman, Schultz & Co. at 48 Water 
street. 

Inspector Dam said that he visited the Water street factory last 
Tuesday night at about 7:30 o’clock and found nine women work- 
ing away at machines in violation of the law that Officer Dean says 
restricts the firm from working women more than fifty-six hours 
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a week, and closing the factory at 6 o’clock, to conform with the 
law. Schultz, who was present, said that he didn’t know he was 
violating the law, but claimed to be working in seasons, and this 
time of the year, under the law, could work until 8 o’clock at night 
to make up for the short season when he has to close earlier. 

Officer Dam says that the Schultz factory doesn’t come under 
the season clause, and that the man has been running his factory in 
direct violation of the labor laws, and he swore out a warrant 
against Philip H. Schultz on that charge. 


TO REFORT ON PAPER SCHEDULE 

Bancor, Me., October 3, 1910.—Prof. Henry C. Emery, chair- 
man of the Tariff Board, will go to some of the New England 
mills next month to begin his work on the investigation of the 
famous Schedule K of the Payne-Aldrich law. 

Professor Emery has been giving much study to the wood pulp 
and print paper schedule, and it is not unlikely that it will be the 
subject of one of the first reports the board will made to the 
President. Work on the chemical schedule is also progressing. 

While there is no formal meeting’ of the board in prospect, it is 
understood Professor Emery and Mr. Sanders have gone to 
Washington at this time to be within call of the President during 
the Cabinet meeting next week. 

Chairman Emery declared Tuesday that the Tariff Board had 
been having difficulty in obtaining the statistics of cost of manu- 
facture. In most instances, he said, the board’s experts had found 
the American manufacturers ready to co-operate. 


TAFT ENDORSES GREAT WATERWAY 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, October 3, 1910—Interest in the meeting of 
the Ohio Valley Improvement Association at Cincinnati the latter 
part of last week was heightened among the Miami Valley paper 
mill men by the presence of President Taft and his vigorous 
speech in behalf of improvements. 

This was the first meeting since Congress decided to expend 
$5,000,000 annually for twelve years in the improvement of the 
waterway. This project for a 9 foot stage, if pushed to comple- 
tion, rivals the Panama Canal as a trade route, and will form one 
of the greatest revolutions in transportation in the world’s annals. 

The resolutions recommended also that the work be placed under 
the continuing contract system because of its economy, and that 
the corps of United States Army Engineers be increased to double 
its present size by taking in the United States Assistant Engineers.

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FOREST PRODUCTS LABORATORY 


Detailed Description of Various Functions of the United States 
Forest Products Laboratory at Madison, Showing 
Specific Work of Each Section 


A marked advance in the program of forest conservation was 
inaugurated by the recent opening of the Forest Products Labora- 
tory at Madison, Wis. The value of laboratory work in the 
economical use of wood has already been fully tested by the Forest 
Service. For several years small timber-testing laboratories have 
been conducted in co-operation with Yale and Purdue Universi- 
ties, and the Universities of California, Colorado and Washington. 
Some excellent results have been obtained in determining the 
strength and other properties of commercial woods. Wood-using 
industries and engineers have profited by the information thus ob- 
tained, and the tests of the Forest Service now form the basis of 
the specifications used in several important industries. 

The work of these laboratories was confined to timber testing,

The timber testing laboratory is equipped with one 200,000 pound 
extension base Riehle testing machine; one 190,000 pound ex- 
tension base Olsen: testing machine; three 30,000 pound Olsen 
universal testing machines; one 60,000 inch-pound Riehle torsion 
machine; a Dory abrasion machine, deflectometers and other in- 
struments used in testing structural materials. 

Engineering—The section of engineering will have to do mainly 
with the design of machines and apparatus to be used in saving 
wood waste. Among others, the following problems will be given 
attention; the design of an experimental grinder for the manu- 
facture of ground wood pulp from woods other than spruce, and 
the preparation of standard designs for different types of treating 
plants. 

Pathology—The investigation of the diseases which cause the 
decay of wood is closely allied with the work of wood preserva- 
tion, and the problems for the most part are the same, although 
the two sections are entirely distinct. A Laboratory of Forest 
Pathology is conducted in the Bureau of Plant Industry of the 

Department of Agriculture, and by reason of this fact, an ar-

while facilities were needed for chemical studies, for wood-fibre in- 
vestigations, for experiments in preservative treatment of wood, all 
of which have been provided for in the new laboratory at Madison. 

A two-story red pressed brick, fireproof laboratory building, 
90x183 feet, has been erected, at a cost of about $50,000 to the 
University of Wisconsin, which also furnishes heat, light, water 
and power required in the work. The Forest Service has supplied 
the testing machines and other apparatus, and also furnishes the 
force of about fifty experts and assistants to carry on the work. 

The organization and working space has been divided into three 
groups: first, an engineering group having to do with timber 
testing, design of machines to be used in saving wood waste and 
maintenance; second, a physical group containing the sections of 
wood preservation, pathology and wood physics, and third, a 
chemical group devoted to the study of chemical constituents of 
wood and the composition of wood preservatives, pulp investiga- 
tions and distillation studies. 

Timber Tests—In this section the strength, stiffness, hardness 
and other mechanical properties of commercial woods are studied. 
Tests are also made on woods treated with preservatives and 
other substances to determine what effect the treatments have on 
the mechanical properties of the natural wood. 


rangement has been made to man this section by the Bureau of 
Plant Industry, which also supervises and has control of its 
technical methods. 


Wood Preservation—The problems of this section are of great 
economic importance, and consist of finding preservatives and 
methods by which different woods may be treated to prevent decay. 
While commercial treatments are fairly well established, there being 
about seventy-five plants in the United States, many fundamental 
problems remain to be solved. 


Wood Physics —This section studies woods microscopically to 
co-ordinate their physical structure with the characteristics which 
they display in use and in the testing machines. 

The laboratory is equipped with microscopes, microtomes, ap- 
paratus for taking micro-photographs, a cylinder for the study 
of different methods of drying wood, and an experimental dry 
kiln. 

Chemistry—The chemical properties of woods and the products 
secured from them, together with the properties of preservatives, 
are studied in this section. 


Investigations under way at present are the analysis and grad- 
ing of commercial creosotes and wood turpentine, and the methods

This laboratory is a miniature pulp and paper mill, equipped 
with a 30 pound sulphite digester, a 30 pound soda digester, an 
acid making system, an experimental grinder for making ground 
wood pulp, a beater engine, a six plate screen, a knuckle joint 
power press and a Fourdrinier paper machine which manufactures 
a continuous sheet of paper 15 inches wide. 

Wood Distillation—The development of chemical by-products 
by distillation processes is the basic problem of this section. 

The species which are first being studied are Southern pine, 
Douglas fir, Norway pine and other resinous woods. It is al- 
ready known what products can be secured from these woods, 
but there is much room for improvement in the methods of pro- 
ducing and refining them. Experiments will be made to determine 
the possibility of using various distillates as solvents, disinfectants 
and preservatives, deodorizers, binders and tannins. There has 
been provided for this laboratory a steam distillation and extrac- 
tion retort, an oil jacketed destructive distillation retort and a 
three product continuous refining still. 

Each section is in charge of a trained man who has under him 
the necessary assistants. Mr, McGarvey Cline is the director in 
charge of all the sections of the laboratory. The office of Wood

Improved mechanical methods have recently eliminated handling 
entirely. The products are carried from the oven on a moving 
tray, and spread out to dry, after which they are dropped into a 
machine which packs and wraps them in waxed paper and then 
in a folding box. They are ready for the consumer without any 
hands touching them from the time they go into the oven until 
they are unpacked at home. In the evolution of the paper box 
package we have developed not only the air tight but the water 
tight box as well. Liquids can be put up in these and carried 
from stores to homes without leaking. Consequently we get in 
paper boxes pickles, freshly opened oysters and clams, and even 
vinegar and cider. Even milk is served to consumers in paper 
bottles, the only real sanitary receptacle for carrying this article. 
There will be no washing of milk bottles then, either in the home 


or at the milk factory, and as a result there will be less con- 
taminated milk delivered. 
Picnic ._Baskets Lerr BEHIND 

One of the latest developments of the package trade is the 
manufacture of picnic boxes suitable, for automobile trips or 
parties going off for the day on boats or trains. This equipment 
consists of a large square box filed with smaller ones that fit 
snugly in it. In smaller boxes finds suitable 
food for the day—an assortment of crackers, chipped beef, stuffed 
dates, cheese wrapped in waxed and odor proof paper, fruit cake, 
candy, pickles and potato chips. In one corner of the big box 
are paper napkins, wooden dishes and paper drinking cups, every- 
thing really needful for a day in the woods, and when through 
with it you throw all away, little and big boxes. There is noth- 
ing to carry home. All the boxes and packages are wrapped in 
waxed or specially prepared paper, so that moisture or heat will 
not affect the contents. They can be kept indefinitely in any kind 
of climate without being wilted or softened by climatic condi- 
tions.

The box package industry saves a good deal of loss from break- 
age, and this undoubtedly helps shippers and small store dealers. 
When soda crackers were sold by the pound those on top of the 
barrel were all right; but toward the bottom a large percentage 
was broken.

Novelties in paper boxes form an important part of the trade 
for special industries and special seasons. There is always a de 
mand for novelties in paper candy boxes, and manufacturers vie 
with one another in producing forms of these that will attract 
customers. Then, too, there must be special shapes and sizes for 
the holiday trade, and for Easter, Fourth of July, Saint Patrick’s 
and memorial days. The dealer who can get up the oddest and 
most striking boxes and packages for candy, fruit and delicatessen 
articles trade from his Around Christmas time 
the demand for fancy and novel boxes is past all comprehension.

liners had to have boxes to accommodate these enormous creations 
of head gear. Hat boxes had been made for years, and it was a 
special trade by itself; but they had always been of reasonable 
dimensions. To construct a paper hatbox three or more feet in 
diameter and from 2 to 3 feet in depth which will at the same 
time be light and strong, is not an easy problem. It meant a 
special make of boxboard, and even reinforcements in the shape 
of invisible ribs inside. Many factories refused to make these 
extraordinary hatboxes, and the milliners for a time grew frantic. 
The few factories that offered to make them charged so much 
that at first the milliners refused to pay the price. There was a 
deadlock for a time between the two trades, and for several 
months the big hat was threatened with premature death simply 
through the difficulty of getting the right sort of box for it at a 
reasonable price. 

The upshot of it was that both sides compromised. The hatbox 
factories agreed to install special machinery and equipments for 
making such enormous boxes on the assurance that the big hat 
would not immediately go out of fashion. The milliners agreed to 
keep the big hat in fashion for two seasons at least, and as a con- 
cession to the trade and this promise the boxmakers reduced their 
price. So the Merry Widow hatbox appeared, a monstrous crea- 
tion of paper board that has blocked many a seat and passageway 
in trains and cars. Boxmakers have enjoyed a long run on their 
big boxes, and milliners have reaped their rewards; but the big 
hat may no longer remain fashionable through a trade understand- 
ing. So possible it will grow smaller in dimensions any day, or 
leap suddenly back to the other extreme, where the ordinary old 
fashioned round or square hatboxes will do. 

In the manufacture of paper boxes and packages machinery has 
made the evolution possible, and without it we could not afford 
to use and throw away boxes by the million as we do. Boxboard 
is made in sheets or strips by the paper factories, and these are 
fed to machines which cut, crease and fold automatically at the 
rate of a thousand a minute. Lace paper, embossed labels, glazed 
tops and fancy linings are all stamped out and glued in position 
so rapidly that the eye can hardly follow the operations. During 
the rush season a million boxes a minute are turned out by the 
factories of the country, including skeleton and full made boxes, 
and yet the output is frequently behind the demand. 

As the fashion to box everything increases, factories are con- 
stantly forced to enlarge their plants and equip them with new 
machines. In no trade or industry is there greater feverish activ- 
ity than when the box season opens with a swing, and everybody 
is clamoring for boxes, small and large, fancy and plain, to pack 
their gifts and merchantable articles in. A paper box may be 
worth nothing to the consumer; but to the storekeeper it may be 
worth from 1 to 50 cents, plus a certain advertising value which 
is difficult to estimate in money. 


WHY BLOTTING PAPER BLOTS 


The surface of a piece of blotting paper has any number of 
small, hairlike fibres that are, in reality, small tubes. When this 
surface is applied to ink the small tubes suck it up by capillary at- 
traction. If a fine glass tube is partly immersed in water the 
water will rise in the tube. The same thing happens on a smaller 
scale with blotting paper. 

Blotting paper was first made by accident when a careless work- 
man in an English paper mill forgot to put in the sizing. Sizing is 
a fine grade of animal glue that enters into the composition of the 
best writing papers. The result of the omission was blotting 


paper.

A MANUAL OF GONSERVATION 


The President has not the literary gift, nor has he the ora- 
torical gift. He is not a fine writer, hardly even a good writer, 
and he is not an eloquent speaker. That is unfortunate, because 
otherwise he might have put his St. Paul conservation speech into 
a form that would have attracted more readers; and that particu- 
lar speech deserves a very wide reading indeed. To our mind it 
is, in fact, the most valuable treatment yet made, because the 
most comprehensive and candid, of the entire subject of conserva- 
tion, writes Harper's Weekly editorially. Pointedly declining the 
opportunity to deal in pleasing generalities or sensational political 
allusions, the President proceeded instead to show precisely what 
conservation means, what the Government has to conserve, what 
has been done already, what the present laws are, and what it is 
proposed to do, and what laws it is proposed to pass in the 
future. To make his exposition plainer and more practical, he 
takes up separately each of the different kinds of Government 
lands and discusses the actual and proposed plans of dealing with 
them. He dodges nothing, sophisticates nothing, but makes all 
as clear as he can; and for that purpose his plain style is efficient— 
more efficient, perhaps, than a more ornate or impassioned manner 
would have been. There is good sense in his specific recom- 
mendations—particularly his preference for the lease system with 
coal and oil and gas and phosphate deposits, and his decision 
that the States ought to take charge of the draining of swamp 
lands within their respective limits. But the chief and extraordi- 
nary value of the speech lies in the fact that it is a practically 
complete manual of the conservation issue as it now presents it- 
self to the American people. One cannot read it without acquir- 
ing a clearer notion of the real problems and difficulties of the 
conservation movement than a ton of ordinary conservation ora- 
tory would yield. 


ALASKA'S VAST TIMBER RESERVE 


It is stated that the coast forests of Alaska contain, at a con- 
servative estimate, 75,000,000,000 feet of merchantable timber. 

In the coast region white spruce averages 20 per cent. and hem- 
lock 75 per cent. of the standing timber. The spruce, which is be- 
coming very scarce in the United States, reaches a large size in 
Alaska, diameters of 6 feet and heights of 150 feet being not un- 
common. “Western” red cedar grows to diameters of 3 and 4 
feet and as high as 125 feet. The rings counted on trees cut down 
this year show that one of spruce which was 54 inches in diam- 
eter 25 feet above the ground was 600 years old, and one of red 
cedar 4 feet in diameter lived 235 years before the woodman’s axe 
struck it. 

The annual lumber cut in the coast forests of Alaska is esti- 
mated at 27,000,000 feet, and most of it is used for cases in which 
to pack canned salmon. Spruce is used almost exclusively for 
these cases, and the lumber for them brings about $20 per 1,000 feet 
at the sawmill. Very little hemlock is used. Because of the excel- 
lent paper pulp which can be made from it and spruce, the Bureau 
of Forestry recommends that rafts of these woods be transported 
by the inland water routes to Seattle to supply pulp mills. 

That the timber resources of Alaska can be properly conserved 
is apparent from the fact that nearly all of the coast forests of 
southern and southeastern Alaska are included in the national for- 
ests of Tongass and Clugach. Nearly 27,000,000 acres are com- 
prised in these two tracts reserved by the Government. Alaska has. 
truly continental proportions, and the greater part of it remains 
to be explored. Its most northern and southern points are as far 
apart as Canada and Mexico, while from southeastern Alaska to 
the Aleutian Islands is as far as from Buffalo to San Francisco.
